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Defence of our Country, it is rot to be fups 
pofed, that the People would grumbie at any 
Charge they were put to uponfuch a neccffary 
and reafonable Account. «The many loads 
they have quietly {ubmitted to of late Ycarsj 
thew us, that they.are not aptito grumble, 
when they are convitced of the Reefon of the 
Thing ; but at prefent they knofv, that,the 
Militia are of no publick Ufe; that the draw 
ing them out to Exercife tends to no End but 
that of putting Money in the Pockets of the 
Officers; and therefore.they grumble when 
they find themifelyes put to any Expence on 
fach, an unprofitable Account. 

Tho’ the Militia bé under the Command 
of the.King, tho’ their Officers be all named 
by the King, yet winder fuch.a Military Forees 
our Liberties muit, be fafes The Militia of 
the Kingdom are the People; and it is inipaffi- 
ble to make ufe of the People for opprefling: © 
the Liberties of the People ; but a Standing 
Army of Regular Forces foon begim toiloak ont 
themfelyes as a Body diftin@ froni the People 
and if, the People in general neglect the Ule of 
Artis, and truft entirely ta fach a Military 
Foree, the, King; .who has the abfolute 
Command over thtm, may eafily fall upon 
Ways and Means to make ufevef them. fot 
opprefling the Liberties of the People; by 
granting particular Favours to fecha Military 
Force, and by preferving the Affections of:a 
few Men bred up to Armis, he th4y do what- 
ever he pieafcs with the Multityde who have’ 
neither Arms in their Hands, nor any Know=" 
ledge how to ufe them if theyyhad. What 
the Neble Duke faié as toy Auxilidriet is 
certainly true; thoféwho truft entirely to 
Auxiliaries for their Defence, muh rag 
Sjavés to thofe in whom they wuft: It ie, 
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got all his Troops landsd ppog the a/R 


Lords, for this very Reafcn that I am againft 
a Standing Army; for it holds equally true 
ot a Standing Army of our own Sabj as 
of an Army of Foreign Auxiliaries ; whoever 
trufts his Defence to any Thing but himfelf, 
muft be a Slave to that in which he puts his 
‘Traft ; and whatever People put their whole 
Truft in a Standing Army even of their own 
Subjects, will foon come to be as great Slaves 
as the People who put their Trait in an 
Army of Foreign Troops; the Mafters may 


be ditierent, but the Slavery is the fame, and. 


will be equally grievous. 

I believe it never was faid, that'a Standing 
Army is the only Method by which an arbi- 
trary Power may be eftablifhed; there are, 
without Doubt, other Means of eftablithing 
it, but it ean never be long fupported without 
a Standing Army-_ By a political and cunning 
Adminifiration. the People may be cheated-out 
of their Liberties ; by fome fpecious Pretence 
they may be induced to give up all thofe Bar- 
riers which are the Defence of their Liberties, 
but the Fraud will at-laf be difeovered, and 
then the People will refume their antient 
Privileges, if there be no new Sort of Power 
eftablithed for protecting the arbitrary Govern- 
ment againft any fach Refumption, which 
Power can never confift in any Thing elf but 
a Standing Army. 

A Standing Army muft therefore, My 
Lords, be dangerous to the Liberties of every 
Country. In fome free Countries there may 
be at leaft a Shew of Reafon for their fubmit- 
ting to fuch a Danger, ‘but im this Country 
there cannot be any ; we have a Fleet fapetier 
to that of any of our Neighbours, and we 
know how difficult it is for any to invade us 
with a confiderable Force ; fuch Defigns muft 
always be difcovered long before they can be 
ready for Execution; and as long as we pre- 
ferve a fuperior Fleet, we thall always have it 
in our Power to prevent it ; but granting that 
they fhould by any strange Fatality or Negli- 
gence, efcape our Fleets at Sea, yet fill we 
thould have Time to. prepare for their Recep- 
tion 3 if our Militia be always kept under a 
proper Ditcipline, they will be fufficient for 
our Defence againft any Power, as long as the 
King is pofiefled of the Affections of the Peo- 
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Shore, yet, My Lords, upon his feeing fo few 
come in to join him upon his firft Landing, 
he was very near going off again, It is not 
an ¢afy Matter to .bring @beut a Revolution 
againft an eftablifhed Government ; but it is 
fill much more difficult to come in 2s Con- 
querors, and pretend to fubdue fuch a powerful 
and populous Country as this is. And if the 
great King William, who came to relieve us 
from Slavery and Oppreffion, who brought 
along with him fo great an Army and fo pow- 
erful a Fleet ; if he, I fay, was fo doubtful of 
Succefs upon his firft lahding, what have we 
to fear from any {mall Invafion? Surely from 
fuch the Nation can never have amy ‘Thing to 
fear, whatever fuch a Governifient as K. 


B Yames’s, tay have to fear from fuch fmall 


Invafions encouraged, called in and fupported 
by the Generality of. our People at home. 
This is a Cafe which 1 hope never.will again 
happen ; it is a Cafe againft which we are not 
to provide, and for thefe Reafons I thall be for 
agreeing to the Reduction propofed. 

As to our Armies not being obliged to obey 
any but legal Orders, I do not know, My 
Lords, whether it be fo of not; ‘but in’ my 
Opinion, the Noble Duke hag given us a good

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- “A Standing Army alone may not perhaps 
be fufficient for bringing fo great a Misfor- 
tune upon a People; there muft be other 
Caufes concurring ; but it may be averred, 
that in all Countries where arbitrary Power 
and abjeét Slavery have been introduced, the 
fatal Change has been owing to a numerous 
Standing Army, a great Number of Officers 
of the Revenue, and a proftitate Clergy ; and 
even thefe concurring together, muft require 
fome Time before they can get the .Better 
of the Liberties of a brave People: The 
Army mutt be fo long kept up, and fo mo- 
delled, as to be entirely dependent on the 
Crown; it is not to be fuppofed, that the 
Officers amid Soldiers of an #ermy raifed from 
among a free People, can be immediately di- 
vefted of all thofe Notions of Liberty with 
which they were endowed when they firf 
lifted ; but if they have a brave and cunning 
Commander, this may be done in a few 
Years, the Generality of them may be foon 
made regardlefs of every Thing but the Will 
of him who can prefer them to a fuperior Com- 
mand: .A large Revenue and many Officers 
cannot be at once eftablifhed upon a free Peo- 
ple, this muft be dene by flow Degrees, and 
requires many plaufible Pretences: And it is 
to be hoped thatthe Honour and Virtue of 
the Clergy would ftand fome little Shock, 
they could not at once be brought to that De- 
gree of Proftitution which is neceflary for the 
Eftablithment of arbitrary Power. 

At prefent, My Lords, we may depend 
upon his Majefty; we are convinced that he 
will not attempt to encroach upon cur Liber- 
ties ; we may likewife depend on it, that our 
prefent Army would not fupport any fuch 
Meafares, were they to be attempted; his 
Majefty has been fo good as to employ Men as 
Officers in the Army, whofe Honour and In- 


tegrity we May depend on 3 but we are not fure F 


of having always a King fo wife and good, or 
an Army .of fo much Virtue and Honour ; 
and under the beft of Kings we ought to pro- 
vide againft the worft. 
Ido not fay, My Lords, we are now in any 
immediate Danger of lofing our Liberties, but 
I fay, we are getting into that Way by 
which the Liberties of ‘Country have 
been undone; we are eftabli the Cuftom 
ef keeping up a Standing Army in Time of 
Peace; we are every Year increafing the 
Number of the Officers of the Revenue; 
what will the Confequence be ? I tremble to 
think of it! We are not indeed under any 
Danger while his prefent M lives: But 
will not every fucceeding King fay, why 
you treat me worfe ae 


-ehist their Libentice wese 


more apt to increafe. both the-Revenue and 
the Army than to diminish either ; and if an 
ambitious Prince fhould fucceed to the Crown, 
fupported by fuch a numerous Standing Army 
as what is now propofed, fo long kept up as to 
have formed themfelves into a different B: dy 
from the People, and with fuch a Crowd of 
Officers of the Revenue as we have at prefent, 
all depending upon him and removeable at his 
Pleafure, what may he not do ? 

I am furprized, My Lords, to hear it faid, 
that Standing Armies have had no Hand in 
overturning the Liberties of Europe. It is 
true that the moft numerous Army cannot be 
dangerous to the Liberties of any Country, 2s 
long as it depends on a great many Heads ; an 
Army can never be dangerous, tii] it comes to 
be entirely dependenton one Man, which it ge- 
nerally does when it is long kept up, more 
efpecially if any one Man comes to get the 
whole Power into his Hands both of paying 
the Army, and of naming and preferring the 
feveral Officers employed therein. Fulixs 
Cafar had ‘too long a Head not to be fenfible 
of this, and therefore he procured himéfelf to 
be fent into Gau/; there he continued for fe- 
veral Years at the Head of numerous con- 
quering Armies, and having got into his own 
Hands both the Power of paying and prefer- 
ring in his Army, he foon managed it fo as 
to make them entirely obedient to him ; then 
he commanded them to march againft, ani 
with therh he conquered his Country. If 
there had been no Standing Armies of either 
Side, the Confequence could mot have been 
‘the fame; tho’ a Civil War had broke ovt, 
the Armies newly raifed by each Side muit 
have had a Dependance upon a great many 
Chiefs, and which ever Side had got the 
Victory, the Chiefs would have taken Care 
of the Liberties of their Country ; they 
would have fettled them upon the antient 
Foundation, or upon a better, if any better 


~ could have been contrived. 


In Spain it was likewife by fach - Army 
deftroyed ; the Inqui- 
fition, it is true, was fet up much about the 
fame Time, and in all Countries an Inquifi- 
tion of fome Kind or another generally ac- 
compenics arbitrary Power; there may be 
Courts of Inquifition with Regard to civil 
Affairs as well as religious, and all Inquifitions 
‘are at firft eftablithed on fome plaufible Pre- 
tence. The banithing of the Afoors and Jews, 
was the Pretence made ufe of by Ferds- 
nand then King of Spain,’ bat the Ex- 


tending voy i pe nt peonren 
chief Reafon: The Inquifition was not, - 
? Gever, the chief Caut of the Lofs of the Spe- 


Te before the ‘Setting wp thereof, he had 
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whofe then King laid Pretenfions to the Crown 
of Spain, and by keeping his Country. in 
continual Wars, he found Pretences to keep 
up a great Standing Army, with which, itis 
true, he conguered and banifued the Adcors, 
bur he therewith likewife conquered the Liber- 
ties of jis Country; and the Chains of the 
People were foon after rivetted by a Prieft, a 
Carginal Prime Miniter, who compleated the 
cruel Work which Ferdiaand by his Army had 
fo fucceisfully begun. ; 

In brance too, My Lords, it was by Stand- 
ing Armies chiefly that their Liberties were 
undone ; it was not, indeed, by Armies mo- 
delled as they have them at prefent, but. it 
was by altering the gntient Military Force of 
the Kingdom ; it was by their King’s taking 
the Army 4 fa Solde, asthey call it; for an- 
tiently he Military Force of that Kingdom 
depended chiefly on the Nobility or -great 
Pripees ; their Armies were compofed of the 
‘Trocps feat to the general’ Rendezvous by the 
fevera! Princes of the Kingdom, who generallv 
paid their refpeétive ‘Troops; or if at any 
Time ghey had them maintaiped at the Publick 
Charge, yet each Priace retained in his own 
Hands the naming and preferring the Officers 
employed jn his Troops, and therefore no one 
‘Man could ever procure to himfelf an abfolute 
Command over the Armies of that Kingdon ; 
but at Ja& this laudable Cuftom was laid afide, 
the King got into his own Hands the whole 
Power of raifing and paying the Armies.to be 


employed for the Defence of the: Kingdom ; « 


and tho’ for fome Time after he had no Money 
for that Purpofe but) what was given him by 
the Spates of France, yet we may really look 
upon ‘this Change as the Beginning of the 
Frenzb Slavery. However, for a Jong Time 
alter this, the Kings of France could never 
prevail with their Suates to provide them with 
Mongy for continually keeping up a numerous 
Standjag Army; their Armies were raifed only 
when they had Occafion for them, and as foon 
as the Jvagger was over they were difmifled ; 
and yep, My Lords, they had for fome Part of 
that.Time a Pretender to their Crown ; our 
Edward lild. then claimed to be King -of 
France, and he, My Lords, was a very terri- 
ble Pretender ;. yet even by that imminent 
Dgnger they were then expofed to, they.could 
not be induced to keep up a Standing Army ; 
they ‘never had any Thing but Militia, ..or 
‘Troops raifed as Qccafion required, and with 
the@: they gt lait banithed the Englib quige 
out of their Kizgdom. . 

‘But as foon as the’Kings of Frarge got thus 
free of an Enemy within the Bowels of their 
Kingdom, they took Qccafion of every fo- 
reign War to encroach a little further on the 
Liberties of thei Subjects, to puultipiy Taxes 
and ‘T4x-Garherers upon them, and to get 
the Armies of the Kingdom. more and more 
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fucceeded beyond Expeétation, by a moft fu. 
pid Indolence that then reigned among the 
Nobility of France, and yet that Nation fill 
retained fome -Remains of Liberty, till a 
Pricft, Cardinal Richliew by Name, gave their 
Liberties the laft Stab, He indeed was a 
great Minifter, and a great Politician, tho’ he 


A oppreiied the Subject at home, yet he not only 


iupported but raifed the Grandeur of the Na- 
tion abroad ; he committed.no Blunders in his 
Adminiftretion, nor did he fubmit to any fo- 
reign Power in the Torgaties or Negotiations he 
had with them; and we may remember that 
in his Political Teftament, he left it as a 
Maxim, that the King ought never to part 
with any Tax hq@has once got eftabllifhed, even 


B tho’ he has no Use for the Money, becaufe by 


giving up the Tax he lofes the Officers em- 
ployed in the collecting thereof. 

This great Prime Minifter was fucceeded by 
another Prieft, a foreign Prieft, who had ail 
his bad Qualities byt none of his good; fo 
that by his Miicondu¢t France was {oon in- 
volved in a Civil War, and it is faid that ong 


C .of the greateft Men of France at that Time, 


and one of the greateft Generals of the Age, 
told the Queen Regent, chat the had a Fellow 
at the Head of her Affairs who for his Crimes 
deferved to be tugging at the Oar in one of 
her Gallies. But the arbitrary Power of the 
King of France. had by his Predeceffor been fo 
firmly eftablifhed, that it could not be thaken 
even by the many Blunders he was guilty of ; 
the Nation however was not yet rendered fo 
tame, but that it was a long while before they 
would quietly fubmit to that Cardinal’s Admi- 
niftration ; and we muft allow that even but 
lately there has a noble Spirit of Liberty broke 
forth in that Country, fuch a Spirit of Liberty, 
My Lords, as might probably reinftate the 
People in the full Enjoyment of their former 
Liberties, if it were not for the great Standing 
Army now kept up in tha¢ Country. 
In Denmark, My Lords, it was their Nobles 
that were the Occafion of the Lofs of their 
Liberties; they had, for fome Time thrown 
the whole Weight and Charge of the Govern- 
ment off of themfelves, and had laid it oa 
the Necks of the Commons ; the whole Ex- 
pence of the Publick they had for fome Time 
raifed by _Taxes which tell chiefly upon the 
poor People, -and to which they contributed 
but a Trifle; andthe Commons being quite 
tired out with thefe Oppreffions, _refolved 
at laf to put the whole Power into the Hands of 
heir Sovereign ; fo that whilft the Nobles were 
Sing and contriving Ways and Means how to 
Joad the poor Trade{men and Manufacturers 


G with fuch Taxes as did not much affee them, 


they were fent for to the Cattle, and there 
were. obliged to join in that Deed by which a8 
abfolute Power was put into the Hands 

the King, who could not make a worfe Ufe 


pader cher Command; ia all which thy of i shag they bad dune ; This was the De 











thod by which arbitrary Power was eftablifhed 
in Denmark, but it has ever fince been fup- 
ported only by a Standing Army. 

In Sqveden, My Lords, their Liberties were 
not only deftroyed but again reftored by their 
Army; in this laft Change, My Lords, that 
Country had the good Luck to be moft fingu- 
larly happy, but how was that moft ftrange 
and extraordinary Turn of their Affairs brought 
about? I have fome Reafon to know it, be- 
caufe I was in that Kingdom when it happened. 
The,late King of Sweden, My Lords, is well 
known to have been the Darling both of his 
Nobles and Commons, he was fo much the 
Darling of the whole Sevedi{f> Nation, that 
almoft every Man in it was at all Times ready 
to facrifice both his Life and Fortune in his 
Service, and therefore he had no Occafion to 
model his Army for any bad Purpofe ; he had 
employed none as Officers in his Army, but 
the Nobility and Quality of the Kingdom, or 
fuch whofe Merit and Services fully entitled 
them to whatever Preferment they were ho- 
noured with. His Prime Minifter however 
got at laft too great an Afcendant over him, 
Baron Gortz I mean, a Man of no high 
Birth, nor any fuper-eminent Qualities ; yet 
by his Cunning he got fuch a Power over his 
Mafter, that nothing was done without him, 
no Poft Civil or Military was beftowed but ac- 
cording to his Direction, the Men of the 
beft Quality in the Kingdom, the greateft Ge- 
nerals in the Army, were obliged to fubmit, 
and to fue'to him even for that which they 
were juftly intitled to; . if they fhewed him 
the Jeaft Neglect, they immediately loft all 
Intereft about the King; if any one of them 
difobliged the Firft Minifter, he might per- 
haps be allowed to keep:his Poft in the Army, 
he was made Ufe of when they had Oceafion 
for his venturing his Life for them, but from 
the Moment he difobliged- the King’s Prime 
Minifter he loft his Intereft with Refpeé to 
the Army, he could not fe much as make a 
Subaltern Officer ; on the contrary his Recom- 
mendation was a fure Bar toany Man’s Prefer- 
ment. 

The Nobility, the Generals, all the chief 
Men in the Army were fenfible of this Slavery, 
and refolved to free themfelves therefrom if 
poflible ; but their Government was then abfo- 
lute, there was no Way~ef woming at Relief, 
put by making their King fénfible of the Dif- 
credit that acerued to him, “by allowing himfelf 
to be fo much ‘under the Management of any 
one Man: They knew their King to be a 
Man of Judgment and Penetration, and there- 
ae a om Number of them refolved at laft 

0 preient a Memorial to him Head.

If the King had lived to have received this 
Memorial, we cannot judge what might have 
been the Confequence ; his Affeétion for his 
Minifter might have got the Better of the Re- 
fpeét he owed to fuch a Number of his Nobi- 
lity and Generals ; and if fu, as he was a 
moft abfolute Prince, the Memorial would 
have been doomed to be a feditious and a trea~ 
fonable Libel, and fome of them would cer- 
tainly have paid with their Heads for their 
Prefumption ; but the King’s Death rid them 
of this Danger, and the Prime Minifter who 
had done fo many ill Things, was immediately 
feized, tried, condemned and executed under 
the Gallows. 

By this Piece of publick Juftice, the No- 


B bles and the Generals of the Army, whom he 


had principally offended, were fatisfied, they 
did not defire to purfue their Vengeance further 
than the Grave ; but, My Lords, the Clergy 
of that Kingdom, thofe Men who but a few 
Weeks before were his moft humble Slaves, 
thofe Men who would have deified him if the 
Chriftian Religion had not ftood in their 


Cc Way, they had a Mind to thew a fuperior 


Degree of Zeal, they petitioned in a Body that 
his Corps might be buried under the Gallows. 

By the King’s Death the flavifh Dependance 
of the Army was at an End, there was then 
no one Man who could pretend to any abfo- 
lute Sway over it, and as it was generally com- 
manded by the Nobles of the Kingdom, they 
had it freth in their Memories what Inconve- 


D niences both they and the whole Nation had 


been fubjected to by the abfolute and uncon~- 
troulable Will of their former King ; as there 
was no one of them that could have any 
Hopes of fucceeding to his Arbitrary Power, 
therefore they’ all refolved to put both the 
Government of the Kingdom, and the Com- 
mand of the. Army, upon a new anda very 
different Footing. As to the Government, 
they eftablithed a limited Monarchy, and find~ 
ing they muft neceflarily keep up a Standing 
Army to defend their large Frontiers, they 
refolved, in order that the Army might not be 
entirely dependent on the Crown, that for the 
Future the Officers thereof fhould have their 
feveral Commifiions Quam diu fe bene gefferit. 
Which Regulation a Nobleman of that Coun- 


F try told me, they took from the Regulation 


we have in England with Refpe& to our 


’ Itis, My Lords, a wife anda neceffary Re- 
gulation; it is a Regulation that t in 
every Country to prevail, wherever a Standing 
Army makes a Part of their Conttitution : 
In all fach Countries the Officers Commiffions 
ought certainly to be Quam diu fe bene geffe- 
rit, and Preferments ought to go on in 
Courfe according to Seniority, fome few Cafes 

; for it is hard thata Gentleman who 


has nothing but his Commiffion to éepend on 


for his daily Bread, fhould be-obliged. either to 
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mot from vhence to be concluded, that they 


forfeit it or his Hopes of Preferment in the 
Army, or otherwife to do what he knows to 


de inconfiftent with the Laws and Liberties of 


his Country. 

I hope, My Lords, that a Standing Army 
fhall never come to be a Part of our Conftitu- 
tion 5 but if ever it does, without fuch a Re- 
gulation as I have mentioned, we shall have no- 
thing to depend on for the Prefervation of our 
Liberties, but the Honour cf the Army, the 


Hnregrity of the Clergy, and the Vigilance of 


the Lords. 

From what I have faid, My Lords, it is 
spparent that a numerous Standing Army 
muft always be dangerous to the Conftitution 
of this Country ; and I leave it to every Man 
to jedge, whether we ought to expofe our 
Conftitution to fuch a Danger, for the 
tended Apprehenfions of any Infurreétion at 
home, of Invafion from abroad? As to. In- 
furreftions at home, We are in no Danger of 
amy fuch as Jeng as his Majefty reigns in the 
Hearts and Affections of the Generality of 
his Subjects; and as to Invafions from abroad, 
Ithink the little Succefs the many defigned 
Invafions mentioned by the Noble Duke has 
met with, is an unan{werable Argument that 
we ovght not to be under great Apprehenfions 
of any iech in Time to come 3 and that we 
ought not to fubject ourfelves to any Thiag 
that may be in the leaft dangerous to our 
Conttitution, for the Sake of a Danger which 
Experience has hewn to be fo very inconfide- 
Sable. 

I€ we thowld ever be threatned with a for- 
midable Invafion, we thou!d have Time to in- 
ereafe oar Army toany Number we pleated, 
we fhould even have Time to difcipline that 
Army before we could be attacked by any great 
Force, and thereby we fhould be in a Condi- 
tion to defend ourfelves at Land, if our Ene- 
mies fhould have the good Luck to efcape our 
Fleets: And as to any fmalfl and unforefeen In- 
vation, if ever any fach thould be intended, 
they may probably meet with the fame Fate 
that the former have done ; but if they thould 
gacet with better Luck, if they thould come 
Safe to Land, they could not bring 2bove 5 or 
6000 Men, our Fleets would prevent their 
being reinforced, and furely an Army of 
32,000 Men in Great Britarm, and another 
of equal Number in Ireland, would be fuffici- 
ent to give a good Account of any fuch cen- 
termpt'ble Invaders. 

It is not now, My Lords, prop~fed to difband 
eur Army entirely, nor to throw out the Bil 
pow before us ; we are for keeping up as great 
Number as may be neceflary for preferv- 


ing the Peace of the Kingdom ; but we . 


are agzinft keeping up focha Number as may 
be dangerous to ovr Conftitution. Tho’ the 
Lords who were laft Year for aReduation, voted 
again® the Paffing of the then Mutiny Bill, "tis 
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Were againft any Mutiny Bill, or any Number of 
regular Forces ; they were againft the whole 
Bill as it them ftood, but if that Bill had 
been thrown out, another might have been 
brought in according to their Liking, and that 
new Bill would then have been unanimoully 
agreed to. 


A  E——lof I—2. Whatever fome Lords 


may fay about an Army continued from Year 
to Year by Parliament, there is certainly a 
very great Difference, My. Lords, between 
fuch an Army and an Army continved at the 
fole Pleafureof the Crown. It has, I think, 
been granted on all Hands, that while our Ar- 
my is commanded by fuch Officers as it is at 
prefent, while Men of Fortune and Figure 
have the Command of the Army, our Liber- 
ties are fecure ; but it is faid, that thefe Off 
cers may be turned out, this Army may be 
fo modelled and garbled as to be made fit for 
any bad Purpofe: This, My Lords, I thall 
eafily grant might be done, if our Army were 
to be eftablithed for any Number of Years; if 
it were to be continued at the {ole Pleafore of 


C the Crown, an ambitious Prince might be able 


to model it fo as to make it fubfervient to his ar- 
bitrary Views; but while it is continued on- 
ly from Year to Year by Parliament, this is 
impoffible. It is no eafy Matter to mode! an 
Army fo as to make it fit for fuch Porpofes ; 
we know how difficult it is to know the pri- 
vate Sentiments. of Men’s Hearts ; in fuch 
Cafes Men often conceal their real Inclinati- 


D ons under the Cloak of a feigned Zeal for the 


dire&t contrary Opinion, which would make 
it very difficult for a Government that had 
any Defigns againft the Liberties of the People, 
to know what Officers were to be turned out, 
or who were to be continued, or to be 
put in the Room of thofe turned out. It would 
be impoflible to accomplith this in 2 Year's 
Time, and if any fech Praétices were begun, 
the Parliament at their next Meeting would 
certainly take Notice of it, and apply a proper 
Remedy before it could be poflible for any 
Prince or Adminiftration to make the Wound 
incurable ; and therefore, My Lords, 1 renaft 
ftill be of Opinion that our Army, while it is 
continued from Year to Year by Parliament, 
cinnot be of the-leaft ill Confequence to our 
Conttitution, were it ~ more numerous 
than what is now ‘prapofed. 

On the otherHand, My Lords, the Danger

every one of them, if they had landed, would 
have thrown the Nation into terrible Convul- 
fions. Is then, My Lords, the Peace and 
Quiet of our Country of no Confideration ? 
Shall we expofe our Country to frequent A- 
larms and Confufions, for the fake of avoid- 
ing an imaginary Danger, a Fear which can 
have no Foundation, as jong as our Amy is 
continued only from Year to Year by Par- 
Jiament ? 

We know, My Lords, that there is a Pare 
ty in the Nation difaffeéted to the Govern- 
ment ; there always will, I am afraid, be 
fuch a Party ; and they, or at leaft, a great 
many of them, will always join any Invafion 
that can be made upon-us: Even out of Cha- 
rity to them we ought not to afford them any 
Hopes of Succefs, by difbanding a Part of 
our Army ; while they have no Hopes of Suc- 
cefs they may grumble a little in private, but 
they will never venture to rebel openly, and 
while they continue in a peaceable State, they 
may live eafily as Subjectsy they will at leait 
preferve their Lives and Eftates from being for- 
feited by the Law ; whereas if we reduce our 
Army, it will encourage Foreigners to invade 
us, and the Difaffeéted to rebel againft the Go- 
vernment, the Nation will never be free from 
Alarms, and we muit be every now and then 
executing, or at leaft forfeiting fome of our 
Countrymen, perhaps fome of our Relations.

It is true, Sir, when Gentlemen reflect’ upon 
the many Bleffings we thereby enjoy, when 
they confider the many Advantages we reaped 
by the Revolution, they will think that we 
could not pay too dear for fo happy a Turn in 
our Affairs. ; .

that Duty ;. thofe Brandies have always been 
frnuggled and ftole in upon us notwithftanding 
all the Methods we could ever take to prevent 
it ; orthey have made ufe of an Artifice to e- 
vade the Laws, which is this ; as the Laws B 
ftand at prefent, the Duties payable upon 
Fiemifh Brandies amount in the whole but to 
45. per Gallon, and as it is not pofiible to 
diftinguifh Flemi/b from French Brandies, there- 
fore great Quantities of French Brandies were 
carried firft to Rotterdam, and from thence im- 
ported upon us as Fi/emi/b Brandies ; after that 
they were carried to Offend, and from thence Cc 
imported as Flemi/b ; and now for fome Years 
paft, they have been carried to Duntirk, and 
from thence brought to the feveral Ports of 
Britain, and entered as Flemi(b Brandies. 

As this Praétice is, Sir, an Evafion of the 
Laws in being, it ought certainly to be re- 
medied, and the Manner how, will be the 
proper Queftion now to beconfidered: If the 
Duties now payable upon French Brandiesfhould D 
be laid on all Foreign Spirits, it‘ would not on- 
ly encourage the Smuggling and Running 
Trade, but it would be a Prejudice to our 
own Diftilling Trade ; for our Diftillers are 
under a Neceffity of mixing up a certain Pro- 
portion of French Brandy with our Englifh 
Spirits, in order to make them fit for ufe ei- 
ther at home or abroad; and therefore if fuch E 
a Duty can be thought of to be laRi upon al] 
Foreign Spirits, as will prevent their being fold 
inthis Country ‘ocheap, as to interfere with 
the Confumption of our home-made Spirits, 
and yet not difable us from importing honeftly 
and fairly as much as our Diftillers may have - 
Occafion for in the Manufacture of our home- 
made Spirits, I hope Gentlemen will readily p 
come in to fuch a Propofition. 

In order, Sir, to make fuch a Propofition 
to this Houfe, I have forfome time confidered 
the Cafe, I have talked with fome of the 
moft noted Diftillers in Town about it, and 
I have made ql! the Enquiries I thought proper

OOD Nature, fays a cele- 

brated noble Author, js a@ 
Quality fo peculiar to the Englith Na- 
tion, that no-cther Language bath a 
Vora to exprejs it. ‘This is certain, 
that the two moft comprehenfive Lan- 
guages we know, have no Word 
of equal Import. Neither the PAi- 
lanthropy of the Greets, nor the Hu- 
manity of the Romans can raife in us 
fuch a lively and amiable Pi@ture, as 
what we figure to ourfelves under 
that beautiful Expreffion Good Nature. 


Perhaps we pay our own Country 
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F 


too great a Compliment in imaginin 
no other Nation capable of the fame 
Degree of -Benevolence, and kind 
Affections. . But however we may 
ftrain the Point a little too far in our 
own Favour, yet mutt it be allowed, 
that our natural Genius and Temper 
does, in this Refpeét, greatly furpafs 
that of moft of the Nations around 
us. This appears Loth from the 
Complexion of our Laws, and the 
whole Thread of our Hiftory. In 
the one we meet with none of. thofe 
cruel and painful Punifhments, {fo 
common among all our Neighbours. 
And in the other, tho’ no Nation 
hath been more engaged in Foreign 
Wars, or in longer, or more fre- 
quent Contentions at home; yet do 
we find but very few Inftances of 
that Ravage and Barbarity, of which 
the Records of all other Kingdoms 
are fo full. | 

In pritate Life, Good Nature is ac- 
knowledg’d by all to be a Quality ab- 
folutely neceflary to finifh a Character 
truly amiable, manly, ordivine. But 
a Queftion arifes with fome, whether 
it ought likewife to mingle in our 
Endeavours to ferve the Publick ; 
and whether the Exercife of it be juiti- 
fiable towards thofe whom we may 
apprehend to be engaged in Mealures 
dangerous to the Interefts of our 
Country. In the Cafe of plain and 
barefaced Ufurpation, or ‘T’yranny, 
this Queftion will fcarce admit the 
being barely propofed. Here Ten- 
dernefs to Individuals would be Cru- 
élty to Multitudes. But as there 
may arife many Contefts in a State,

Motives inducing the prefent Refolutions of 1s 
Most Curistian Majesty. 

The King has given, fince his Acceffion to 
the Crown, fo many fhining Proofs of his 
Modertien and Love ney onan tent 
an Imputation even lie agai r 
having urg’d . oe ak Excefs. But notwith- 
Banding has & conttantly’ preferr'd the 
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Quiet and Welfare of his People to any Ambi- 
tion of extending the Limits of his Empire, 
Moderation has its Bounds as well as other 
Virtues ; and Europe might have ftill enjoy’d 
a profound Peace, if the Enemies of France 
had not fore’d his Majefty to take up Arms in 
Defence of the Dignity of his Crown, the 
Glory of the French Nation, and the Honour 
and Liberty of Poland. 

Since the Throne of Poland has been va- 
cant, the King has paid a tender Regard to the 
Polifh Liberties, he has exaéted nothing from 
a People free and Arbiters of their own Fate. 
The Republick herfelf implor’dJhis Succour 5 
the doubled her Importunity as her Dangers in- 
creas’d, and as fhe faw herfélf environ’d with 
hoftile Armies; the implor’d an Afylum in 
the Juftice and Power of his Majefty ; an 
Afylum always opén to Powers threaten’d 
with Oppreffion. The King, after the Ex- 
ample of his Anceftors, has affur’d Poland of 
his Prote&tion. He declar’d it to the refpec- 
tive Powers, in Terms the moft inoffenfive, 
and with a Moderation fuiting the Dignity of 
great Princes; nay, he acquainted the Court 
of Vienna, upon the earlieft Occafion, with 
the fole Expedient that could poffibly prevent 
Diforders in Europe, and al] the Steps he has 
fince taken, are fo many illuftrious Monu- 
ments of his Care for the Prefervation of the 
publick Tranquillity. 

But a Conduét fo prudent has not hinder’d 
the Court of Vienna from thundering againft 
a Prince born in the Bofom of Poland, and 
allied to his Majefty by the néareft Ties. That 
Court, encouraged by, fome former Meafures 
tending to the Advancement of its private 
Views, has furpriz’d all Mankind, in an- 
{wering his Majefty’s Declaration with Terms 
the moft galling, and fach as cught to be un- 
known to Princes whofe Scepters render 
them equal. The King has not exceeded 
the Limits that Wifdom and Decency pre- 
feribe him ; he has not appear’d eager to take 
the Revenge that’ a perfonal Infult upon his 
Honout srequir'd; and if his has ge vs 
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feem'd to declare a. Refentment,- he fuipended 
the Effects of it as long as it was poflible, 
without wounding the Dignity of-his Crown, 
and the Honour of his Blood. 

Is it to be doubted, whether the perfonal 
Intereft of the Emperor has not determin’d 
his Condict, andinfluenc’d the Ehgagements 
he enter’d into, to difpofe of a Crown diftinét 
from the Empire, even béfore it was become 
vacant ? He then pretended equally to exclude 
Stamflaus, becaufe of his Ties to France; 
and the Elector of Sax any, becaufe he feem’d 
at that Time to have Interefts cppofite to 
thofe of the Houfe of 4xfria. The Death 
of King Augufius gave Field for new Projects ; 
the Eleétor haften’d into the Views of the 
Emperor, and from that Moment ceas’d to 
deferve th m which that Prince and 
the Czarina had givenhim. This Exclufion 
has been taken off, a new Treaty has been 
ncluded to raife the Elector of Saxony to the 
Throne of Poland, and feveral Armies hover’d 
upon the Borders of Poland to frighten her 
inte a Compliance with their Defigns. 

The Poles thought it moft neceflary to 
their Liberty, to exclude any Foreign Prince 
from fetting up as a Candidate to their Crown. 
This Exclufion was agreed upon in the Diet 
of Con and feem’d of fo effential 

Nature, that it was confirm’d by a felemna 
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Oath. The Court of Vienna bas labour’d in- 


ceTantly to break. down this new Barrier; 
there has been nothing left unattempicd to 
procure an Abfolution of this Oath ; asif the 
‘refis and unlimited Projcéts of the Houfe 
of Auflriz, were of fuificient Importance to 
deftroy an Engagement confecrated by a folema 
A& of Religion. 
The Emperor redoubled his Efforts, he

declar’d, That he would never permit that 
C+ 


Stantflaus fhould re-afcend the Throne of 


Poland, cither under pretext of his firft Elec- 
tion, or in any other Manner whatever. His 
Minifters at W’arfaw ated in the clofeft Con- 
cert with thofe of Saxony and Mufcovy ; they 
even triumph’d in their Union ; they exhi- 
bited it to publick Notice at Warfaw with all 
potlible Pomp. But indeed, all their Declara- 
tions have been in the fame Stile, alike In- 
fults upon the King of Peland, and alike 
Orders to the Republick. The fecret In- 
triegues, the open Menaces, the moft unjuft 
Sufpicions, the March ef Troops, all, all 
were mutually agreed between them, and alike 
the Effe@ of the good Intelligence that reign’d 
between "em. The Minifters of Saxory and 
Mufcowy, at the Time of the Ele@tion, re 

tir'd to the Impertali? ; and to fet their Union 
and Samenefs beyond all Queftion, the Em- 
peror’s Minifter join’d with the Minifter of 
Maufcovy, to notify publickly to the Primate 


the Entry of the Afufeovites into Poland, and. 


to infult the feveral Orders of the Republick 
then affembled, with a View of the Chains 
they had prepar d for them, 
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With what Face could the Court of J. 
enna hope to impofe upon Europe, and how 
fiatter herfelf with a Shelter from the Storm 
by only deferring to march her Troop into 
Poland, when ‘tis known that the alone hac 
inftigated the Mujcowites to make an Irru; 
tion? She promis’d herfelf, that the Arms 
ofthe Mujcowites thould be fufficient to jnti- 
midate and enflave the Poles; and thought 
enough to have the, Imperial and Saxon 
Troops upon the Frontiers, ready at Hand to 
fecond the Violence of the others. 

By all thefe Marks, ‘tis impoffible to 
miftake the Aggreffor. The Treaties by 
which the Emperor has endeavour’d to difpos 
of the Crown of Poland, as if he was ' 
abfolute Mafter of the Republick, and its 
Rights and Liberties; the Exclufion that he 
has pretended to give without either Authority 
or Power, to a Prince whofe Virtues render 
him worthy .of the Throne; the Promifes 
made the Elector of Saxony asa Recompence 
for his traétable Difpofition ; the March of 
the Imperial Troops in Concert with thofe of . 
Saxony and Maujcovy; the Hoftilities which 
the Mufcovites committed during the Time 
of the Election, to fecure by Force of Arms 
the Succefs of the Emperox’s Projects ;_ this 
Hoftility approv’d, and even declar’d by his 
Minifter, indicates a Conduct which will re-. 
main a lafting Evidence, that this Prince is 
the fole Author of the War; that he has 
compell’d the King to take up Arms by the 
Outrage done his Majeity ; and by the Vw- 
lences he has made ufe of by himiéelf or his 
Approbation againft the Republick of Poland. 

if all thefe Efforts prove at laft ineffectual 
to difturb the Eleétion, the King and King- 
dom of Poland,. is orily indebted to him, to 
whom appertains the Difpofition of Crowns 
and who hath in his Care, as well (he Hearts 
of the People, as thofe of Kings. The 
Courage of the Poles fet them free from that 
Slavery in which the Court of Vienna would 
have involv’d them ; the King has therefore 
only to take Satisfaction of the Emperor for 
his Oppofition to the Re-acceilion of the King 
of Poland for his injurious Declarations diftri- 
buted throughout all Europe by the Enemies he 
has ftirr’d up againft France and Poland, who 
defir’d nothing more than the Enjoyment ot 
Peace and Liberty ; for the Counfels he gave 
the Court of Rufia ; for the Hopes he dealt 
to that of Saxony; and in fhort, for all his 
latter Efforts to fupport his firft Defigns. 

In vain dees the Court of enna hope to 
conceal her Intriegues from the Eyes of Eu- 
rope; her pernicious Councils, her i- 
intention’d Principles, her indecent Expreflioas, 
her Projeéts form’dagaintt the Polt/b Liberty, 
is every where confpicuous,

The Republick of Poland has no Preroga- 
tive more valuable than that of the Difpofal of 
her Throne, the moft glorious Attribute of 
her Liberty, and for the Prefervation of which 
the has never been {paring of her Blood. Upon 


this made the Emperor his Attempt. He rei- © 


ther fear’d to point out the Prince whom he 
would exclude, ner him whom he would raife 
to the Crown. He has undertaken to pro- 
nounce without ‘Autherity, upon what has 
pats’din the Bofom of the Republick, in rela- 
tion to the firft Election of a King of Poland ; 
he has taken upon him, in the Character of a 
Sovereign-Lawgiver, to ‘decide what Laws 
ought to fubfift in Poland, and to infpeét the 
Foundation of her Liberties, in order the bet- 
terto reverfethem. The fole Artifice he has 

| towards her, is to difguife her Defigns 
under the Appearance of a treacherous Protec- 
tion, and under the Cover of a pretended 
Treaty, which a Tumult of Arms prec'pi- 
tately gave Birth to, and which the Repub- 
ick, when return’d to herfelf, thought it 
cu pable to comply with. 

The Emperor and the Czarina have always 
exp'ain’d themfelves to the Republick, in 
Terms proper towards a tributary Kingdom, or 
a Nation fubdu’d: Their Threats were imme- 
diately follow’d by the March of their Troops 
to the Frontiers; the Mufeooite Army at 
Length enter’d Polard, in order to fulfil her 
Engagements with the Emperor, even during 
the Time of the Eleétion, in Expeétation znd 
with Intent, to drown with the Noife cf 
Arms, both the Voice of the Law, and the 
Suffrages of the Republick. 

The Polifh Nation neverthelefe, deliberated 
upon the Eleétion of her King with that Calm- 
nefs, which the Juftice of her Caufe could 
alene infp're, in the miaft of fo many Dan- 
gers. The Withes of the Republick were 
compleat upon the Return of the King of 
Poland, his Prefence cemented their Inclina- 
tions, the Field of Eleétion rang with one 
Voice in his Favour, and this Deliberation was 
confummated with an Unanimity which the 
Archives of Poland can furnith no Parallel to. 

"Lis this Unanzimity which ought to impcfe

an eternal Silence upou her Enemies, finee 
the Voice of the People is thersin difco- 
ver’d to be the Voice cf God, and ‘tis this 
Unanimity which the Poles are determin’d 
to fupport to the lat Extremity. Violence 


has done its worit, it can no mcre. The 
Mufcovite Army, at the Inftigation of the 


Allies, advances towards Warfaw ; the Troops 
of the Emperor and thofe of the Cle&or of 
Saxony, are ready to take the fame Steps, in 
Cafe the. Arms of the Mujeovrtes thall- not 
be fufficsent to enflave a free Pe ple, who 
claim their Privileges by an inconteftable 
Right, and demand by the fame Right the 
glorious Ute of their Liberty. 

The Courts of Vienna and Rujfia ought to 
drcp the augnft Title of Protectors of Polard, 
that Title does riot empower them to open 
or fhut the Avenues which lead to a vacant 
Throne: It is ‘not in trampling upon the 
Riclits of a Nation that the Name of Pro- 
teCtor is acquir’d, but in defending it againit 
fuch as would cpprefs it. Of this his Ma- 
jefty’s Conduét m.ght exhibit an Example to 
the Emperor; ner dces he fear to challence 
the Republick herfelf, or all Europe, to be 
his Judges. - For how much foever the King 
might wth the Re-acceffion of a Prince ‘whom 
France receiv’d in h's Misfortunes, and whom 
the mcft facred T’es has fince united to him, 
yet he has exa¢ted nothing of the Pc/es, beir 
convine’d that it belong? to none but the Po///4 
Nation to recall a Prince whom Misfortures 
have a long Time eftrang’d from its Bofom. 
His Maj-fty’s Letter t- the Primate of the 
6th of Fuly, breaths nothing but Peace and 
Juftice :* Europe may perufe therein the Up- 
rightnefs of his Majefty’s Intention ; the may 
fee there how far the King is from in‘piring 
the King of Poland with Sentimects feparate 
from the Intereft of the Republick ; and may 
‘difeover, that however anxicus he has been 
for the Re-eftabiithment of that Prince, ‘tis 
enly to join with him in the Obiervance of 
thofeT reaties which regard the Republick, and 
to contribute at the fame Time to the Glory 
and Happinels of Poland, and the Tranquil- 
lity of the North. 

’Tisthen with no ambitious or felf-interefted 
Views that the King has recourfe fo Arms; 
content to poffeis a flourifhing Kingdom, and 
to reign over a dutiful Pecple, his Majefty 
feeks not to extend the Bounds of his Domi- 
nion. In yain does the Emperor, in order to 
draw the Empire into his Projeéts, ftrive to 
alarm them with Defigns which are falfely 
imputed to his Majefty. The Emperor has 
brought upon himfelf a War, which he has 
render d unavoidable by the Violences offer’d 
his Majefty, in 2 Particular that ought to be 
held the moft facred amongft Sovereigns 3 and 
his Msjefty is determin’d to wipe-off the foul 
Blemithes caft upon him, and to light up the 
Honour of France in its brighteftLuftre: For 

from 
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from Motives fo juft the French Troops thall 
receive a double Ardour. They are already 
eager to revenge their King, and to prevent 
his illuftrious Allies from being overwhelm'd 
by the Forces which the Emperor has caus'd 
to be pour’d in uponthem. ‘Tis to God to 
give Victory to our Arms the King calls upon 
him with Confidence, and is bold to hope, 
that his Succefles will anfwer > > to his Mader 
ration, his Patience, and the Purity of his
